James Rollo, 1104 South Laflin 
streét, brother of King Rollo, the pugi- 
list, was shot and killed last night in 
& manner which has baffled the police 
although a patrolman was only a few 
feet away when the shooting occurred. 

The policeman; Frederick Bennecke, 
heard a shot fired as he was nearing 
Taylor street and Ashland boulevard. 
He saw a woman tumbling down the 
front steps at 913 South Ashland ave- 
nue and a man fleeing from the scene. 
He grappled with the man. The man 
escaped and fired three shots at the 
policeman, who lay half stunned on 
the sidewalk. 

Before Policeman Bennecke could 
get out his pistol some one fired two 
shots and the fugitive, who was Rollo, 
dropped dead. Policeman Bennecke 
was unable to determine who had fired 
or from what direction the bullets 
came. Meanwhile the woman had dis- 


appeared. 

The police are searching for Rollo’s 
wife, from whom he has been estranged 
for some time. Neighbors said Rollo 
had upbraided her for entertaining 
other men before she had obtained a 
divorce. 

The police are also searching for 
Dennis Richman, Mrs. Rollo’s brother, 
who, according to the neighbors, was 
with her shortly before the shooting. 
He is a taxicab driver.

LONDON, Feb. 8.—Great Britain's 
reply to France on the question of the 
Anglo-French debt which the chancel- 
lor of the exchequer, Winston Church- 
ill, sent to M. Clementel, French finance 
minister, was made public today. After 
reaffirming the Balfour offer to make 
a very heavy reduction in the debt, 
Britain proposes that France shall 
agree to make “fixed annual pay- 
ments, irrespective of the actual re- 
ceipts from the Dawes annuities.” 

After outlining previous step in the 
debt negotiations between Paris and 
London before the adoption of the 
Dawes plan the hote states: 

“The principle of the Balfour note is 
that Great Britain should receive from 
Europe payments equivalent to those 
she is under obligation to make to the 
United States of America. His ma- 
jesty’s government cannot accept a po- 
sition in which this principle could 
only be achieved upon the basis of a 
full, normal yield of the Dawes annu- 
ities or by taking at their face value 
the debts which cannot be at present 
treated as good assets. His majesty’s 
government already has consented not 
merely to reduce their claims against 
the allies “to the amount necessary to 
cover their own payments with respect 


| to the British war debt to the United 


States government, attually to 
of German reparations to that pur- 
pose. 
Assumes Own War Damages. 

“This means that Great Britain not 
only takes to her own charge the whole 
of her own war damages, but also 
£800,000,000 [$4,000,000,000] in foreign 
securities devoted by her to the general 
effort before the United States entered 
the war.

In the view of his 
majesty’s government, therefore, it 
might be found convenient that the 
French payments should be divided 
into fixed annual amounts, to be paid 
by the French irrespective of the ac- 
tual receipts from the Dawes annu- 
ities. 

Expresses Hope for Settlement. 

“It would, of course, be understood 
first that all counter claims by France 
against Great Britain would be super- 
seded, and, secondly, that if and when 
the payments derived by Great Britain 
from ‘European war debts and repara- 
tions were sufficient to provide for the 
full discharge of the British obliga- 
tions towards the United States over 
the full period of such obligations, in- 
cluding payments already made, any 
surplus is to be used to diminish the 
burden resting upon Great Britain's 
allies. ' 

“His majesty’s government enter- 
tains the hope that if the French gov- 
ernment is prepared to make proposals 
on the lines here suggested, a settle- 
ment satisfactory to both countries.

GAPE, PRAY, SING AT CAVE 


Cave City, Ky., Feb. 8.—[{By Associ- 
‘ated Press.J—Great holiday crowds 
came to Cave City today and made the 
six mile trip fo Sand cave, where Floyd 
Collins passed the ninth day of his en- 
tombment. 


Long before noon a continuous 
stream of autombbiles wound over the 
rough road to the rescue camp. At il 
a. m. there were two solid lines, one 
g0ing and one returning. For three 
miles along the way the motors, two 
abreast, almost touched fenders. 


Late this afternoon state troopers 
stopped the cave bound stream of 
traffic because of the jam, hundreds 
of cars being parked along the road 
while their owners walked the last 
few miles to the cave. 


Rescuers’ Meals Delayed. 
Trucks carrying food and supplies | 
were caught in the traffic jam and the, 
noon meal for the rescuers was hours 
late. 


Some estimates of the number of 
visitors which arrived at Cave City 
today exceeded 50,000. 

Farm yards and open fields were 
turned into temporary parking places 
for hundreds of machines. The fields 
between the road and the scene of op- 
erations was crowded with cars bear- 
ing Ohio, Lllinois, Indiana, West Vir- 
ginia, and Tennessee license tags. 

During the morning the crowd stand- 
ing outside the barbed wire inclosure 
which protects workmen numbered 
5,000, and was constantly changing. 
The first hundreds arrived at dawn. 
Their numbers grew with the hours.

There 
were several thousand, however, who’ 
carried their food.

ECLIPSE OF MOON 
SCARCELY IS SEEN: 
HEAT RECORD BROKEN 


Eclipse of the.moon passed by last 
night with little notice except from 
scientists, who said it was of little 
scientific value. 

Prof. Edwin B. Frost of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, in ¢harge of the 
Yerkes observatory at Williams Bay, 
Wis., said the moon rose at 6:09 in 
the afternoon, two minutes before the 
sun set. It passed out of the umbra, 
or darkest shadow. at 6:15, and dur- 
ing the next hour was in the penum- 
bra.or light shadow that is almost un- 
noticed by the unaided eye. 

At 6 o'clock, 15 minutes before the 
end of the penumbra, Chicago looked 
up into an apparently bright full moon. 
At 7:15 there was a steady downfall 
of rain. 

The rain was like an April shower. 
Spring was with Chicago all day long 
yesterday. Mild breezes blew off the 
lake, while hundreds went motoring 
and those who haunt the parks and 
the forest preserves all spring and 
summer were out. 

It was the warmest and most spring- 
like Feb. 8 in twenty-five years. In 
fact, only once before in the city’s 
history has the mercury climbed up to 
62 degrees, as it did at 5 o’clock yester- 
day, and that was Feb. 8, 1900. 

The light showers that bathed the 
city did not come anywhere until the 
hour of the eclipse. Some sections re- 
ported they had light showers at that | 
time; others said the rain did not come 
down until later. 

At the weather bureau it was re- 
ported the rain would continue.

It’s a 
white hot one. He believes that the bombing 
plane and the pursuit plane have ended the use- 
fulness of the battleship.

is done for. There is nothing but the airplane. He 
foes say that the army and navy ought to be 
subordinated to the division of air and operate 
under the control of the air chief. He has put 
this in the magazines and newspapers and told it 
to congressional committees. He has broken bounds 
and discipline, has the army and navy red in the 
face and incoherent and is about to have something 
happen to him. 

The one thing we do not at all regret in his activ- 
ities is that he has stirred things up. We think 
he and his supporters are guessing wildly when 
they dispense with other arms than the airplane. 
Mitchell has disposed of some helpless hulks which 
could not say a word to him. He complained to a 
congressional committee how the navy opposed 
him by placing the hulks fifty and sixty miles from 
shore and in 100 fathoms of water to make it 
difficult and dangerous for the airmen to get to 
them and hard for the bombs to take effect. 

This is worth mentioning only to show that 
when a man is at white heat with an idea he may 
not be thinking very much. He would not expect 
the enemy to accommodate him as to distance 
from shore and depth of water except on some 
occasions. That was the only problem the bomb- 
ers had td meet. They did not have to beat off 
attacking planes, meet anti-aircraft fire or have a 
mother ship which required protection. 

Just the same, with every fault which can be 
found in Mitchell's enthusiasm and ideas and 
methods of advancing them he has made defense 
a live topic even if he has made the army and navy 
officers furious, scandalized the departments, and 
is in bad with the administration. It is our hope 
that out of it will come an air defense which will 
be adequate and which will not be obtained by 
the impairment of navy or army. When the air 
defense is what it should be itg relation to the 
army and navy can be determined. That is a mat- 
ter of judgment. 


We'd rather have everything stirred up and 
something come of it than to have an apathetic 
indifference to the national requirements, The 
United States does not have to scuttle its ships 
in order to get airplanes.

centrated than the baby is accus- 
tomed to. A popular way of treating 
colic, in considerable favor among phy- 
sicilans, is the giving of one-half tea- 
spoonful good, active lactic acid ba- 
cllli three times a day. 

At a meeting of British health officers 
called to discuss the giving out of milk 
by the health department many of those 
present used milk powder rather than 
fresh milk. It kept better; was not so 
apt to carry disease; was easily dis- 
pensed and easily prépared; and many 
babies did better on it than they did 
when fed fresh whole milk. Many of 
them fed it in thick mixtures when babies 
had certain troubles. The very thin, 
emaciated baby did especially well: when 
fed evaporated milk. So did the baby 
who suffered from frequent vomiting and 
that line of disorders. 

' { oo 

Powdered milk made from whole milk 
is of about the same constitution as 
whole milk when diluted with eight parts 
of water. Many of these babies do best 
if fed on a milk powder mixture that 
contains much less than eight parts of 
water. ' 

The preferred treatment of pylorospasm 
is some form of thick gruel. Of course, 
in addition, the physician gives such 
medicine or employs such surgery as 
seems indicated. — 

About the best of the thick gruels is 
known as Sauér’s paste. It is composed 
of thirty ounces of milk and eight level 
tablespoonsful of farina. This mixture 
is cooked until it makes a paste so thick 
that it will not fall out of an inverted 
spoon. Gerstiey gives this as a Sauer 
formula:

This means that the intervals be- 
tween feedings is very short—far less 
than four hours. He gives a little food 
and stops—that the baby may have a 
chance to throw it up.

is thick cereal or a paste made out of 
milk powder. . 


There are somte other conditions in 
which feeding concentrated food does 
good. One of these is enuresis. If the 
baby is passing too much urine or is 
bedwetting to an unusual degree milk 
powder paste or thick gruels may be of 
service. 

Some fat babies with tetters and other 
skin troubles are helped by using them. 

They are of service with some under- 
nourished babies and some babies with 


poor appetites.

| his own denomination, with the Cath- 
'olic, Protestant Episcopal, and certain 
‘other churches in declaring that di- 
| vorce was permissible on other grounds 
, than adultery and that remarriage can 
| take place without violating the law of 
| God. 

Dr. Thompson’s subject was: “ Has 
the Church Correctly Interpreted 
Jesus’ Ideas of Marriage and Di- 
vorce?” His answer, as stated by him 
in laconic form, was, ‘‘ No.”

Dr. Thompson chose as his text: 
“What God hath joined together let 
no man put asunder.” His contention 
was that many marriages do not have 
the sanction of God, the couple have 
not been joined together by God, and 
therefore the tie may be broken in 
lawful divorce. 

“ Instead of the church having taken 
too high a ground,” said Dr. Thomp- 
son, “the church has not bravely and 
heroically faced the situation as it is. 
Jesus never spoke of. divorce as we 
have it today. In the mind of Jesus 
when there is a true marriage there is 
no divorce. Jesus said they shal] be 
one flesh, an indivisible unit, an in- 
dividuality of a new and sacred char- 
acter.

“In Jesus’ day a Roman could put 
away his wife at will. The Jews were 
a little better; a man could put* away 
his wife by giving her a written state- 
ment of the reason why he put her 
away.
